in bark Jacob, makes the following state- 
ment: The Metropolis loft Bermuda April 
15th; on the afternoon, of tho sumo day she 
was struck by a terrific gale from the north- 
west. 
Tho storm lasted till April 2L'd; 


on 
April 
17th tho 
engine gave 
out, 


breaking a portion of the machinery; on 
April 22d the weather moderated and tho 
machinery was repaired but only worked for 
about half an hour, when it again broke; 
from April S2d till the 21 Hi tho ongiuo was 
worked at high pressure ; on the night of 
the 2 f Ik another gale sprung up ; Sunday 
morning tho coal gave out and the engine 
stopped ; tho sails were out of ordor aud 
useless ; on Monday morning bark Jacob 
was signalled and liyo of tho passengers 
taken off. AVhou they left tho Metropolis 
she was in n helpless condition and without 
provisions. Tho Metropolis was poorly sup- 
plied and there wore no accommodations; the 
sailors were under no discipline, and tho only 
thorough seaman was tho lirst mate. Mr. 
Blooker told the purser when the bark canio 
in sight he wished hor signalled as ho aud 
his wifo intended leaving. Tho ofiicors ob- 
jected, but ho insisted. Others would have 
left, but tho captain persuaded them to 
stay on board. Tho following passengers 
remained on the vessel: lire. \V. T. James, 
Mrs. Jay, four children, a servant and child,
